Are  Doing 

INTERESTING  OUTLINE  OF  THE  WORK  DIRECTED  FROM  THE 

COLLEGE. 

By  A.  Adams,  ?30. 


THIS  article  has  been  prepared  to 
show  in  a  brief  way  the  nature 
and  scope  of  the  province-wide 
adminstrative  and  experimental  service 
centered  in  our  Biological  Building. 

We  shall  consider  first  what  goes  on 
“upstairs”.  The  department  of  entom¬ 
ology  falls  into  two  natural  divisions — 
the  systematic  and  the  economic  fields. 
The  former  headed  by  Prof.  A.  W. 
Baker  conducts  some  purely  academic 
researches  not  likely  to  interest  the 
layman.  The  economic  work  directed 
by  Prof.  L.  Caesar,  the  provincial  en¬ 
tomologist,  may  be  treated  at  a  little 
length. 

One  of  the  chief  problems  before  the 
department  is,  of  course,  the  corn  bor¬ 
er.  It  is  generallv  believed  that  there 
is  more  than  one  solution  for  the  corn 
'borer  situation.  The  federal  author¬ 
ities  are  experimenting  with  the  liber¬ 
ation  of  tiny  insect  parasites  which  un¬ 
der  proper  conditions  do  lay  eggs  in 
the  back  of  the  borers  or  otherwise  de¬ 
stroy  them.  Even  fungus  diseases 
have  been  looked  to  but  as  yet  no  ef¬ 
fective  disease  has  materialized.  In 
the  meanwhile  the  profilic  borer  must 
be  held  in  check  by  the  only  method 
that  is  known  to  work.  Hence  our  pro¬ 


vincial  Corn  Borer  Act  which  requires 
that  all  corn  remnants  must  be  plough¬ 
ed  under  or  destroyed  before  May  20th. 
This  act  has  been  surprisingly  well  re¬ 
ceived  by  the  farmers  affected  and 
prosecutions  have  been  few.  In  fact 
the  direct  and  effective  handling  of  the 
corn  borer  problem  in  Ontario  is 
pointed  to  by  many  Americans  as 
worthy  of  copy  by  their  own  states 
whose  money  is  being  spent  in  millions 
to  combat  the  borer — and,  w'e  fear, 
with  less  success. 

Twenty-four  counties  are  now  under 

the  act.  In  speaking  of  the  supervision 

Professor  Caesar  savs.  “This  means  at 

least  two  visits  in  the  spring  to  every 

county  to  see  that  the  inspectors  are 

doing  their  work  properly;  also  a  fall 

visit  which  this  last  fall  occupied  four 

men  for  over  a  month  and  which  was 

a  survev  to  determine  the  results  ob- 
*/ 

tained  in  each  county.  This  survey 
showed  a  reduction  of  more  than  thirty 
per  cent  on  an  average  in  the  most 
heavily  infected  counties  and  no  in¬ 
crease  anywhere  under  the  act  except 
in  some  of  the  sweet  corn  growing 
areas.  Two  conferences  were  held  in 

the  vear  attended  bv  all  the  local  in- 

47  «.■ 

spectors  at  which  the  whole  work  was 
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reviewed,  difficulties  discussed  aud  im¬ 
proved  methods  outlined.” 

This  fall  a  series  of  experiments  was 
conducted  on  the  best  method  of  crush¬ 
ing  corn  stubble  and  preparing  the 
growth  for  effectual  ploughing  down 
of  corn  remnants.  An  interesting  de¬ 
termination  was  made  that  about  five 
per  cent,  of  the  corn  borer  larvae  were 
left  intact  below  the  ground  when  the 
corn  was  cut  level  with  the  surface. 
This  work  was  done  by  Mr.  R.  W. 
Thompson,  ’28,  in  co-operation  with  the 
Dominion  Branch. 

One  of  the  major  services  directed 
from  our  Biological  Building  is  the 
orchard  spray  service.  Without  spray¬ 
ing  the  fruit  crop  of  our  province  would 
be  almost  nil.  Since  spraying  is  aimed 
at  both  insects  and  plant  diseases  it  is 
supervised  by  the  Department  of  Bot- 
anv  and  Entomology  in  collaboration. 
The  Niagara  district  service  has  been 
under  federal  control  through  Dr. 
Berkley  of  St.  Catherines.  All  the  other 
main  fruit  districts  are  under  local 
supervisors'  under  the  general  supervis¬ 
ion  of  Prof.  Caesar  and  Prof.  Howitt. 
A  special  laboratory  and  orchard  course 
for  the  training  of  these  spray  supervis¬ 
ors  is  given,  at  the  college  in  April 
This  past  year  over  sixty  men  attended. 
Different  machines  are  tested  out  and 
the  men’s  methods  criticised  with  a 
view  to  further  improving  the  service. 

Each  year  a  spray  calendar  is  publish¬ 
ed.  In  the  new  orchard  at  the  col¬ 
lege  and  the  orchard  of  the  Ontario 
Reformatory  this  last  year  experiments 
were  conducted  to  test  out  the  mixtures 
recommended  in  the  calendar  in  con¬ 
junction  with  several  new  mixtures 
and  dusts. 

Another  enterprise  of  very  consider¬ 
able  import  is  the  research  on  the  Or¬ 


iental  Peach  Moth  which  continues 
under  Mr.  Gordon  Dustan  at  St.  Dav¬ 
id’s.  A  laboratory  lias  been  been  es¬ 
tablished,  there,  in  co-operation  with 
Mr.  W.  D.  Ross  of  the  Vineland  Station. 
Onion  maggot  control  with  lubricating 
oil  emulsions  was  tested  out  in  Lincoln 
County  this  summer. 

Precise  plans  for  the  1929  programme 
have  not  been  drawn  up.  It  is  known 
that  some  new  remedies  for  lice  and 
mites  are  to  be  tested,  household  pest 
investigations  are  to  continue  under 
Mr.  Flock.  At  the  time  of  writing  Mr. 
Thompson  is  busy  on  a  serious  and  ob¬ 
scure  greenhouse  pest  in  Brampton. 

The  annual  two-day  session  of  the 
Ontario  Entomological  Society  was 
held  at  the  college  in  November.  The 
papers  will  appear  in  the  society’s  re¬ 
port  published  by  the  Department  of 
Agriculture.  A  truly  inspiring  ad¬ 
dress  on  the  growth  and  future  of  the 
science  was  delivered  in  Memorial  Hall 
by  Dr.  Baker  of  Washington.  He  made 
very  clear  to  us  the  increasing  obliga¬ 
tions  of  the  entomologist.  A  motion 
picture  was  shown  of  the  breeding  of 
corn  borer  parasites  in  the  laboratory 
at  Chatham — a  marvel  in  close-up  insect 
photography. 

THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  BOTANY 

The  Department  of  Botany  headed 
by  Prof.  J.  E.  Howitt  have  been  carry¬ 
ing  on  some  experiments  this  year 
which  may  if  possible,  serve  an  even 
wider  agricultural  interest. 

In  the  investigations  on  grain  smuts 
various  seed  disinfectants  were  tested 
and  the  relative  smut-resistance  of 
some  well-known  varieties  of  oats  was 
determined  .  Rust  nurseries  have  been 
established  to  determine  the  presence

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Wanted — A  Career 

A  VALUABLE  SUGGESTION  FOR  THE  UNDECIDED.

ALMOST  every  man  is  faced  with, 
the  problem  of  choosing  a  career 
or  profession  sometime  during 
his  youth.  There  are  a  few  fortunate 
young  men  who  have  a  desire  for  some 
particular  trade  right  from  their  child¬ 
hood,  hut  the  majority  do  not  decide 
on  any  particular  thing  until  they  are 
nearly  through  collegiate,  and  then  per¬ 
haps  are  forced  to  make  a  change  in  a 
few  years,  probably  not  being  definite¬ 
ly  settled  until  near  the  age  of  twenty- 
five. 

To  bring  this  subject  a  little  closer 
home  to  us — as  students — very  few 
men  when  starting  their  Freshmen 
year  know  the  option  that  they  intend 
to  enter  in  their  Third  year.  In  fact, 
the  majority  do  not  decide  until  almost 
the  end  of  their  Second  or  Intermediate 
years.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  writer 
to  point  out  an  option  that  offers  some 
very  striking  advantages  to  the  man 
who  wishes  to  enter  the  commercial 
world. 

The  type  of  Canadian  Agriculture 
has  materially  changed  during  the 
past  twenty-five  years,  and  this  alter¬ 
ation  can  be  more  readily  seen  in  Ont¬ 
ario.  The  majority  of  farmers  of  this 
province  have  gradually  changed  from 
grain  and  hay  farming  to  dairy  farm¬ 
ing.  This  is  due  somewhat  to  the  ad¬ 
vent  of  the  automobile,  practically 
closing  the  market  for  hay  and  grain 
in  the  larger  cities,  but  is  due  more  es¬ 
pecially  to  the  growth  of  our  cities 
and  towns,  creating  a  bigger  demand 
for  dairy  products.  Also  now  that  our 


cities  are  firmly  established,  the  in¬ 
habitants  are  learning  the  importance 
of  milk  and  milk  products  in  the  human 
diet,  and  reliable  authorities  state  that 
this  demand  will  increase  to  a  greater 
extent  during  the  next  quarter  of  a 
century. 

Dairy  farming  has  been  proved  by 
many  farmers  to  be  a  most  profitable 
form  of  farming,  for  not  only  do  they 
have  a  steady  market  for  their  pro¬ 
ducts,  but  their  farms  are  maintained 
in  a  higher  state  of  fertility.  Thus  we 
have  an  industry  covering  a  wide  field 
— providing  a  good  living  for  the 
majority  of  our  farmers,  and  maintain¬ 
ing  a  very  large  number  of  commercial 
plants  in  our  towns  and  cities. 

Everyone  who  has  made  a  success 
of  business  has  had  to  start  at  the  bot¬ 
tom,  working  upwards  and  probably 
making  slow  progress  at  the  beginning. 
The  first  few  years  are  generally  ones 
of  hard  work — doing  jobs  that  are  not 
liked  any  too  well,  and  the  Dairy  in¬ 
dustry  provides  no  exception  to  this 
rule,  for  it  is  a  business  that  requires 
a  good  deal  of  patience  during  the 
first  two  or  three  years.  Cleanliness 
is  absolutely  necessary  in  the  product¬ 
ion  of  pure  dairy  products,  making  a 
large  amount  of  washing  of  utensils 
etc.  very  necessary,  and  it  is  to  this 
“ slopping  around  with  water”  that 
many  students  take  objection.  Practical 
experience,  however,  is  absolutely  neces- 
sarv,  for  the  man  at  the  head  of  the 
plant  must  be  in  a  position  to  be  able 
to  tell  any  man  under  him  how  the 
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various  jobs  should  be  done.  He  must 
be  able  to  tell  the  can  washer  how  his 
job  should  be  done  properly,  point  out 
to  the  grader  the  different  standards 
that  have  to  be  maintained  and  so  on 
through  the  factory.  The  only  way 
to  learn  such  things  is  to  do  them,  and 
fellow  students,  you  can  do  them  in 
the  summer  between  college  sessions. 
The  summer  is  the  busiest  time  in  the 
dairy  factory — there  is  no  scarcity  of 
jobs — the  pay  is  above  the  average  for 
student  work —  so  why  not  gain  your 
practical  experience  in  the  summer  and 
complete  your  education  during  the 
winter  months.  Then  pause  for  a 
moment  and  think  of  the  various 
branches  of  'Commercial  Dairying  that 
are  all  large  industries  themselves  and 
involve  an  investment  of  millions  of 
dollars.  For  instance,  the  market  milk 
business,  maintaining  the  supply  of 
milk  for  our  towns  and  cities;  the 
creamery  business  with  a  make  of  over 
170,000,000  lbs.  of  butter  during  1927- 
28,  the  ice  cream  industry,  increasing 
every  vear  and  becoming  one  of  our 
firmly  established  dairy  industries. 
Then  last  but  not  least,  the  cheese  in¬ 
dustry,  one  of  the  oldest  dairy  busi¬ 
nesses,  now  supplying  some  of  the  best 
quality  cheese  obtainable  on  the  Brit¬ 
ish  market,  and  providing  an  outlet 
for  many  million  pounds  of  milk. 

Every  year  the  prominent  men  in 
dairy  commerce  are  finding  that  they 


need  men  with  technical  as  well  as 
practical  experience.  Dairying  is  be¬ 
coming  more  than  ever  a  science,  for 
bacteriology  and  chemistry  are  now 
recognized  as  factors  that  have  to  be 
considered.  Thus  to  the  man  who  has 
had  factory  experience,  yet  has  a 
leaning  towards  science,  there  is  a  wide 
field  waiting  to  be  explored.  Dairy 
Bacteriology  is  more  or  less  in  its  in¬ 
fancy,  but  is  growing  fast,  and  the 
larger  plants  are  finding  that  a  Dairy 
Bacteriologist  is  a  necessity  on  their 

staff. 

And  thus,  fellow  student,  when  con¬ 
sidering  your  option,  just  pause  for  a 
moment  and  consider  commercial  dairy¬ 
ing  as  a  career.  Here  is  a  large  in- 
dutsry,  involving  many  millions  of  in¬ 
vested  capital,  one  that  will  always  re¬ 
main  firmly  established,  for  men  must 
eat  and  we  are  all  indebted  to  milk  for 
our  start  in  this  world.  Dairying  is 
one  of  the  few  options  that  offers  so 
man?  different  branches  of  business  at

the  end  of  its  course,  yet  each  branch 
in  itself  is  equal  to  the  other  smaller  in¬ 
dustries  of  the  country.  Finally,  you 
can  gain  some  of  your  practical'  ex¬ 
perience  during  the  summer,  and  in 
the  winter  take  instruction  from  men 
who  know  the  practical  as  well  as  the 
technical  side.  And  remember,  that  old 
well  worn  phrase  “  Prosperity  follows 
the  dairy  cow”,  is  being  proved  to  be 
more  truthful  than  ever  before.

WE  do  not  boast  when  we  say 
that  the  Animal  Husbandry 
Department  at  the  Ontario 
Agricultural  College  is  one  of  the 
most  progressive  of  its  kind  on  the 
continent. 

New  problems  are  arising  every 
year,  and  solutions  must  be  arrived 
at.  Out  of  the  recent  discussion  on 
Beef  Grading  for  the  retail  trade, 
there  arises  an  acute  need  for  meat 
research.  During  the  coming  year 
preparations  will  be  made  at  the 
O.  A.  C.  for  investigational  work  in 
connection  with  beef. 

The  present  day  market  demands 
are  for  smaller  cuts.  The  producer 
of  beef  is  forced  to  place  on  the 
market  a  smaller  and  less  matured 
animal.  The  question  here  is 
whether  or  not  we  are  marketing 
beef  or  modified  veal.  What  we 
must  do  is  to  produce  animals  that 
will  meet  market  requirements  and 
at  the  same  time  be  really  high-class 
beef. 

In  the  above  problem  our  distin¬ 
guished  President,  Dr.  G.  I.  Christie, 
sees  still  another,  and  asks,  “When 
does  veal  become  beef.”  Plans  are 


being  laid  for  work  in  this  direction 
also.  Quoting  Dr.  Christie  again: 
“For  the  past  number  of  years  the 
Grand  Champion  steers  at  the  Can¬ 
adian  National  Exhibition,  the  Royal 
Winter  Fair,  and  the  International 
at  Chicago,  are  young  steers,  some 
senior  calves.”  The  above  are 
whole-milk  fed  calves.  Is  this  strict¬ 
ly  beef — in  meat  quality — or  is  it 
veal? 

The  policy  of  the  Canadian  pro¬ 
ducer  is  the  result  of  demand,  due 
to  light  weight  cattle  going  on  the 
market.  The  cattle  are  light,  but 
not  choice,  and  herein  lies  the  prob¬ 
lem. 

During  the  past  year  the  Animal 
Husbandry  Department  has  been 
trying  to  work  out  a  satisfactory 
method  of  carrying  over  sheep  on 
small  area,  with  frequent  pasture 
changes.  Involved  in  this  are  the 
questions  of  satisfactory  mainten¬ 
ance,  economic  gains,  parasitic  con¬ 
trol  and  relative  costs.  The  above 
project  is  to  be  carried  on  for  several 
years. 

Research  with  swine  is  progress¬ 
ing  very  favourably.  For  the  past 
two  years  work  has  been  done  on  the 
mortality  of  winter-farrowed  litters. 
This  work  is  carried  on  with  the  co¬ 
operation  of  the  Ontario  Veterinary 
College,  a,nd  is  to  be  continued. 
Feeding  trials  have  been  and  are  to 
be  conducted  to  show  the  relative 
economic  value  of  feeding: 

(1)  Pure  bred  versus  cross  bred 
hogs. 

(2)  Winter  feeding  of  hogs  in

AN  OPPORTUNITY  TO  DEVELOP  YOUR  TALENTS.

THE  original  aim  of  the  agricul¬ 
tural  exhibition  was  to  im¬ 
prove  the  standards  of  live 
stock  by  creating  a  spirit  of  emula¬ 
tion  among  the  breeders  of  all 
classes  of  stock.  It  has,  however, 
gone  further  and  is  now  recognized 
as  one  of  the  greatest  educational 
features  of  the  world.  It  has  not 
only  given  the  farmer  a  greater  ap¬ 
preciation  of  his  calling  but  has 
elevated  the  agricultural  industry  in 
the  mind  of  the  urban  dweller  to  a 
degree  that  could  be  done  in  no  other 
way. 

With  this  same  idea  in  view  a 
number  of  the  state  colleges  to  the 
south  of  us  have  been  conducting 
college  shows  for  a  number  of  years 
with  great  success. 

To  further  education  along  this 
line  at  the  0.  A.  College  the  Animal 
Husbandry  Department  under  the 
supervision  of  the  late  Professor 
Wade  Toole  conducted  the  first  Col¬ 
lege  Royal  in  January  of  1925.  The 
primary  object  being  to  give  the 
students  practice  and  first-hand  in¬ 
formation  in  show-ring  technique. 
That  this  show  was  an  unparalleled 
success  is  shown  by  the  fact  that 
the  College  Royal  has  become  an  an¬ 
nual  event,  and  interest  is  increasing 
year  by  year. 

The  Royal  differs  from  the  ordin¬ 
ary  show  in  that  the  merits  of  the 
animals  are  not  judged,  but  the 
prizes  are  awarded  to  the  exhibitor 
who  best  fits  his  animal  and  shows 
him  to  greatest  advantage  in  the 
show-ring.  The  students  draw  for  the 
animal  and  thus  have  an  equal 


chance  of  winning  the  honors.  Pro¬ 
minent  live  stock  men  serve  as 
judges,  and  the  exhibitor  receives 
invaluable  information  from  their 
criticisms. 

The  poultry  plucking  contest  con¬ 
ducted  in  the  pavilion  is  an  interest¬ 
ing  additional  feature.  The  winner 
being  he  who  plucks  his  bird 
thoroughly  in  the  shortest  time. 

The  exhibits  of  the  various  clubs 
convey  to  the  spectator  some  idea 
of  the  work  being  carried  on  in  their 
respective  departments.  The  agron¬ 
omy  club  shows  to  advantage  the 
different  grains,  seeds  and  roots  that 
hold  a  prominent  place  in  the 
Ontario  farm.  The  dairy  club  dis¬ 
plays  the  products  of  the  dairy.  The 
horticulture  club  shows  farm  life 
from  both  the  economic  and 
aesthetic  point  of  view.  The  other 
clubs  exhibit  their  products  also  in 
such  a  way  that  this  side  of  the  show 
is  of  real  interest. 

The  exhibit  of  the  Macdonald  Hall 
girls,  including  sewing  and  cooking, 
is  one  of  the  big  features  of  the 
Royal.  One  cannot  look  at  the  at¬ 
tractive  display  of  pies,  cakes  and 
other  delicacies  without  sensing  -  a 
feeling  of  hunger.  The  exhibit  cer¬ 
tainly  shows  that  the  Mac  girls  know 
what  to  do  and  how  to  do  it. 

The  art  exhibit,  open  to  both  sides 
of  the  campus,  adds  an  additional 
touch  of  interest.  It  gives  an  op¬ 
portunity  for  our  artists  to  use  and 
show  their  talent. 

The  exhibitors  are  due  a  great 
deal  of  credit  in  preparing  their

A  CHALLENGE 
By  John  Hempson,  ’17. 


MR.  PORTER’S  important  paper 
in  the  September  Review 
shows  that  about  1%  of 
graduates  become  missionaries  and 
clergymen.  One  per  cent,  is  a  very 
small  fraction  of  the  number  who 
have  considered  going  into  mission¬ 
ary  work — the  subject  of  so  much 
eloquence,  and  such  frequent  ap¬ 
peal. 

Unquestionably  missionary  work 
deserves  a  young  man’s  thoughful 
consideration;  just  as  enlisting  did 
in  the  war  days.  Very  few  people 
can  quote  three  consecutive  verses 
of  the  Bible  accurately.  This  is  the 
means  of  their  spiritual  development 
— appallingly  far  below  the  require¬ 
ments  for  an  after-life  which  is  pure¬ 
ly  spiritual. 

The  field  for  work  is  unlimited, 
and  most  young  men  at  some  time 
or  another  catch  a  glimpse  of  a 
pointing  finger — a  finger  that  points 
to  a  fight.  When  a  man  embarks 
upon  missionary  work  among  our 
own  people,  he  is  apt  to  visualize 
himself  rather  as  a  popular  social 
worker  than  as  a  soldier  in  action, 
and  merely  popular  social  worker  he 
will  he,  until  he  starts  Christian 
work — the  missionary  work  of  tell¬ 
ing  people  plain,  ungarnished, 
straight  from  the  shoulder  Bible 
facts.  Then  he  finds  out  with  a  dizzy 
shock  that  there  is  a  power  of  Satan 
ready  and  quick  to  work  from  all 
kinds  of  unsuspected  emplacements. 
The  following  few  illustrations  indi¬ 
cate  the  vantage  points  of  to-day 
from  which  the  uncanny  power  of 
Satan  launches  its  attacks:  — 


For  instance,  for  months  the 

missionary  and  his  rich  farmer 

church  warden  have  been  mutually 

«/ 

courteous.  The  farmer  threshes  out 
another  10,000  bushel  crop;  and 
promptly  turns  his  hired  man  and 
his  family  adrift  for  the  winter.  He 
explodes  into  a  positive  roar  of  fury 
when  he  is  told  that  he  is  not  treat¬ 
ing  his  hired  man  the  way  he  would 
be  treated  himself. 

The  women  of  the  church  make 
some  hundreds  of  dollars  at  a  bazaar. 
They  wrangle  for  weeks  as  to 
whether  they  shall  keep  it  or  buy  a 
house  and  lot  near  the  parsonage. 
The  missionary  tells  them  that  their 
Christian  duty  is  to  give  it  for  the 
local  poor  and  hungry.  Promptly 
he  becomes  a  target  for  a  whole  bat¬ 
tery  of  feminine  beastliness. 

Speaking  at  a  public  meeting  he 
states  that  men  ought  to  work  five 
days  a  week;  rest  one  day,  and  keep 
one  day  holy;  and  so  have  some 
energy  for  worship.  The  next  is¬ 
sue  of  the  local  paper  brands  him 
Bolshevic  and  Communist;  and  hurls 
at  him  the  accusation  of  imbecile 
ignorance  of  local  conditions. 

A  prominent  church  member 
threatens  to  murder  his  wife.  When 
the  missionary  tells  him  his  Christ¬ 
ian  duty,  he  cuts  off  the  missionary’s 
supplies  by  campaigning  against 
people  paying  their  church  subscrip¬ 
tions. 

At  the  vestry  meeting  the  mis¬ 
sionary  lays  before  the  eight  vestry 
members  his  urgent  need  of  same 
vehicle  to  enable  him  to  do  the  work 
at  his  out-centres,  each  twelve  miles 
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away.  He  is  told  that  walking  is 
good  exercise,  and  that  the  money 
in  hand  is  to  be  put  to  the  purchase 
of  a  carved  Bishop’s  chair.  The 
vestry  men  cannot  quote  three  verses 
of  the  Bible:  but  they  control 
church  funds.  So  country  families 
are  isolated  and  lost. 

A  dissolute  old  reprobate  drops 
down  dead  with  heart  disease.  For 
appearance  sake  the  relatives  de¬ 
mand  a  funeral.  In  the  funeral  ser¬ 
mon  the  missionary  points  out  that 
the  wrages  of  sin  is  death.  Where¬ 
upon  he  is  promptly  and  virulently 
reported  to  his  Bishop  for  hurting 
peoples’  feelings.  The  Bishop  puts 
a  bomb  under  him  which  blows  him 
to  a  parish  200  miles  away.  There 
he  and  his  family  must  solve  the 
problem  of  living  on  seventy  dollars 
a  month.  There  he  must  work  these 
out-centres,  but  has  no  vehicle  in 
which  to  reach  them.  And  in  this 
church  district  he  is  told  that  “them 
as  pays  the  piper  calls  the  tune”- — 
and  that  the  parishioners,  notorious 
for  drunken  outbursts  on  home-brew 
call  the  tune. 

So  he  is  suddenly  comforted  with 
the  fact  that  he  has  been  in  a  fight, 
with  errie,  uncanny  forces,  which 
can  now  demand  that  he  shall  lay 
aside  the  Gospel  trumpet,  and  pipe 
instead  on  a  trumpery  little  worldly 
mouth-organ — pipe  to  please  a  pack 
of  booze-fighters  or  go  unpaid.  He 
has  been  in  a  wrestling  match 


against  principalities  and  powers — 
has  wrestled  and  been  thrown, 
thrown  heavily.  Like  his  colleagues 
he  has  wrestled:  like  them  he  has 
been  compelled  to  compromise  or 
quit. 

Unquestionably  men  are  needed 
“to  open  their  eyes,  and  to  turn  them 
from  darkness  to  light,  and  from 
the  powers  of  Satan  into  God.”  Un¬ 
questionably  men  are  needed — 
rugged,  dogged,  fighting  Christian 
men — in  streams.  A  bigger  war, 
bigger  by  far  than  the  late  Great 
War  is  being  fought  out.  Christian 
battery  after  Christian  battery  is  be¬ 
ing  silenced.  Men  are  needed  who 
have  to  follow  the  path  up  which 
the  pointing  finger  points. 

The  B.  S.  A.  degree  is  of  outstand¬ 
ing  value  for  missionery  work.  The 
B.  S.  A.  is  trained  to  understand  the 
laws  of  nature — a  phase  of  the 
Creator’s  thoughts.  He  is  trained 
to  value  facts  and  to  reject  merely 
plausible  possibilities.  His  training 
makes  him  a  valuable  man  in  a  rural 
community. 

Merely  speculative  theology  is  a 
spiritual  soporific  Facts  produce 
actions — and  action  is  needed.  To 
look  the  Great  Beyond  straight  in 
the  face  people  must  not  merely 
warble  that  they  are  Christian  sold¬ 
iers — Christian  soldiers  they  must 
be.  The  B.  S.  A.  is  not  a  man  of 
music;  he  is  a  man  of  facts.

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Undulant  Fever 

MAY  BE  CAUSED  BY  MILK  FROM  CO  TVS  REACTING  TO 

INFECTIOUS  ABORTION.

THERE  have  appeared  in  various 
newspapers  of  recent  date,  sever¬ 
al  articles  on  the  disease  known 
as  “Undulant  Fever.”  The  reasons  for 
these  articles  are  owing  to  a  few  cases 
having  been  found  in  Ontario  during  the 
past  summer,  as  well  as  several  interest- 
inor  discoveries  that  have  been  made  in 
relation  to  the  casual  organism. 

The  cause  of  “Undulant/’  “Malta," 
“Rock”  or  “Mediterranean"  fever  in 
man  and  animals  was  discovered  by 
Bruce  in  1887  from  a  case  occurring  on 
the  Island  of  Malta.  The  disease  has 
been  more  or  less  endemic  there  for 
many  years.  It  is  not,  however,  limited 
to  this  island,  but  has  been  found  in 
Italy,  Spain,  Greece,  Turkey,  Africa  and 
the  United  States  .  The  disease  has 
occurred  sporadically  along  the  Mexi¬ 
can  border,  but  within  the  past  few 
years,  a  few  cases  have  been  reported 
in  central  and  northern  United  States, 
as  well  as  in  Ontario. 

The  disease  in  man  is  characterized  by 
successive  waves  of  fever,  extending 
over  as  many  as  eight  months  or  more, 
the  patient  showing  marked  remissions 
in  temperature  as  high  as  from  104  de¬ 
grees  to  99  degrees  in  an  hour.  Drench¬ 
ing  sweats,  loss  of  strength,  vague  aches 
in  the  joints,  occasional  rigours,  cough 
and  loss  of  appetite  are  experienced. 
Enlargement  of  the  spleen  and  liver 
occurs.  Secondary  complications  of 
arthritis,  neuritis,  etc.,  are  not  uncom¬ 
mon. 

On  account  of  the  fact  that  Malta  or 
Undulant  fever  has  not  been  common  in 


this  country,  not  a  few  doctors,  at  the 
first  appearance  of  the  disease,  have 
diagnosed  it  as  Typhoid  or  Paratyphoid 
fever,  owing  to  the  similarity  of  the 
symptoms  of  these  to  Undulant  fever. 
However,  whereas  convalescence  from  2 
typical  case  of  Typhoid  fever  may  be  ex¬ 
pected  at  the  end  of  four  weeks,  Undul¬ 
ant  fever  may  persist  for  periods  longer 

than  a  year. 

Bruce  discovered  in  Malta  that  goat’s 
milk  contained  the  causal  organism,  and 
what  may  be  deemed  positive  proof  of 
goat’s  milk  transmission,  is  the  practical 
disappearance  of  the  disease  among  the 
naval  and  military  forces  at  that  station, 
as  the  result  of  boiling  the  milk,  while 
still  continuing  among  native  civilians 
not  boiling  the  milk.  As  so  little,  if  any, 
goat’s  milk  is  used  in  Ontario,  how  is  it 
that  a  number  of  cases  of  Undulant 
fever  have  been  found  in  Ontario? 

For  some  time,  bacteriologists  have 
observed  the  similarity,  morphologically 
and  culturally,  of  the  casual  organism 
of  Malta  fever  (Alkaligines  melitensis) 
to  that  of  the  organism  causing  infec¬ 
tions  abortion  of  cattle  (Alkaligines 
Abortus).  During  recent  years  it  has 
been  demonstrated  that  Aik.  melitensis 
when  inoculated  experimentally,  will 
cause  abortion.  The  question  then  natur¬ 
ally  arose — will  Aik,  abortus  cause  this 
Undulant  fever  to  the  same  extent  as 
the  originally  discovered  organism  ? 

Doctors  wishing  to  diagnose,  or  wish¬ 
ing  confirmation  of  diagnosee.  send 
blood  samples  from  patients  to  the  var-

OXCE  upon  a  time  a  young  man 
came  to  Toronto  looking  for  a 
job.  Now  there  is  nothing  un¬ 
usual  in  that,  nor  in  the  fact  that  he  had 
great  difficulty  in  finding  one.  At  last 
he  was  taken  on  by  a  restaurant.  Not 
as  a  waiter,  for  his  experience  in  restaur¬ 
ants  had  hitherto  been  that  of  the  one 
who  is  waited  on,  who  pays  the  bill  and 
tips  the  waiter. 

Rightly  or  wrongly  the  restaurant 
proprietor  did  not  feel  that  experience 
of  that  sort  even  though  extensive,  as 
this  young  man’s  had  been,  was  suffic¬ 
ient  to  enable  a  man  to  change  roles  in¬ 
stantaneously.  Before  he  could  begin  to 
wait  on  tables,  present  bills,  and  collect 
tips,  the  young  man  found  it  necessary 
to  go  through  an  apprenticeship  as  an 
omnibus.  As  omnibus,  in  slack  times, 
he  was  allowed  to  assist  in  setting  tables, 
and  in  busy  times  his  job  was  to  collect 
loaded  trays  of  dirty  dishes  and  rush 
them  out  to  the  kitchen. 

He  progressed  and  became  a  waiter 
himself,  a  waiter  whose  services  were 
valued  by  customers,  judging  from  their 
tips,  at  all  the  way  from  three  cents  to 
five  dollars.  For  the  first  time  in  his 
life  he  was  working  for  his  living,  and 
making  it. 

His  early  life  had  been  an  unusual 
one.  As  a  boy  he  had  been  rushed  from 
one  part  of  Europe  to  another  at  the 
whim  of  a  roving  Scottish  mother. 
While  she  remained  in  France  for  six 
months,  he  studied  French  in  French 
schools.  A  hen,  without  any  warning, 
she  suddenly  moved  on  to  Italy  for  three 
months,  he  studied  Italian  in  the  schools 
there.  As  a  youth  he  continued  to

wander,  freely  supplied  with  money  by 
his  Scandinavian  father.  He  could  ask 
for  $10,000.00  for  a  year's  expenses — 
and  get  it.  He  visited  the  chief  cities 
of  Europe,  mingled  with  men  of  artistic 
and  literary  ability,  wrote  some  French 
poetry,  and  travelled  on  other  contin¬ 
ents. 

Shortly  after  the  death  of  his 
mother,  when  he  was  about  twenty,  he 
received  a  few  hundred  dollars  from  his 
father.  He  was  surprised  at  receiving 
so  small  a  sum,  but  he  was  more  sur¬ 
prised  at  the  news  he  received  with  it. 
His  father  was  practically  bankrupt; 
this  was  the  last  paternal  donation  he 
was  ever  to  receive.  A  few  weeks  later 
he  was  looking  for  his  first  job  in  Tor¬ 
onto. 

In  spite  of  occasional  five-dollar 
tips  he  was  not  satisfied  to  remain 
waiter  in  Toronto.  He  found  that  the 
waiters  who  made  the  most  money  did  it 
through  graft,  and  graft  he  abhorred. 
He  went  to  New  York. 

In  New  York  he  found  that  his 
luck  was  out.  He  couldn't  get  a  job 
even  as  omnibus  there.  He  tried  the 
hardest  of  manual  labor,  carrying  a  hod, 
but  his  physique  would  not  stand  it. 
Eventually  he  secured  a  position  as  book 
agent.  He  was  quite  successful  until  he 
made  the  great  mistake  of  reading  the 
books  he  was  attempting  to  sell.  He 
could  no  longer  conscientiously  recom¬ 
mend  them ;  selling  them  was  a  graft. 
He  found  a  set  of  books  that  seemed 
really  worth  while  and  became  agent  for 
them,  only  to  find  this  selling  scheme  a 
bigger  graft  than  the  other.

New  Director  of  Extension 

Announcement  of  the  appointment  of 
Mr.  John  Buchanan  as  Director  of  Ex¬ 
tension  at  the  College,  a  position  made 
vacant  by  the  recent  appointment  of 
Dr.  Lionel  Stevenson  as  Provincial 
Zoologist,  has  been  made  by  President 
Christie. 

Mr.  Buchanan  graduated  from  the 
College  in  1899.  After  five  years  on  the 
teaching  staff  of  the  Field  Husbandry 
Department  here,  he  joined  the  Faculty 
of  Iowa  State  College  of  Agriculture. 
During  his  eight  years  there,  he  organiz¬ 
ed,  and  was  for  seven  years  Director  of 
the  Iowa  Agricultural  Experiment  As¬ 
sociation  ;  a  state-wide  system  of  co¬ 
operative  experimental  work.  During 
his  time  in  Iowa  he  was  also  secretary  of 
the  Iowa  State  Corn  Growers’  Associa¬ 
tion  and  manager  of  the  Annual  State 
Corn  Show. 

In  1924  Mr.  Buchanan  returned  to 
the  College  as  Extension  Specialist  in 
Field  Husbandry,  taking  a  leading  part 
in  the  Province-wide  alfalfa  campaign, 
the  Provincial  Better  Seed  Campaign, 
and  the  operation  of  the  special  seed 
train. 

Mr.  Buchanan  has  had  unusually  wide 
and  successful  experience  in  extension 
work  and  should  be  able  to  continue  his 
efforts  in  this  new  position.  The  best 
wishes  of  his  numerous  friends  are  ex¬ 
tended  to  Mr.  Buchanan. 


Improvements  at  the  Dairy 
School 

Five  thousand  dollars  worth  of  im¬ 
provements  have  just  been  completed  to 
the  dairy  building  at  the  College  and 
the  place  is  now  in  good  shape  for  the 
three  month's  Dairy  Course  which  has 
just  opened. 

All  the  manufacturing  rooms  have 
had  the  old  cement  floors,  which  were 
never  satisfactory,  replaced  by  terraza 
flooring  which  will  be  much  easier  kept 
clean  and  sanitary,  as  is  required  in  milk 
handling.  The  walls  have  all  been  given 
a  coat  of  light  colored  paint  making  the 
rooms  much  brighter,  with  a  more  clean¬ 
ly  appearance. 

Special  attention  has  been  given  to  the 
improvement  of  the  market  milk  room, 
where  the  walls  have  been  lined  with 
white  tile.  Phis  will  make  it  much 
easier  to  keep  it  in  a  sanitary  condition. 

The  power  separators  and  the  hand 
separators  which  are  used  for  class-room 
purposes,  have  been  placed  in  separate 
rooms  to  allow  for  more  efficient  opera¬ 
tion  and  instruction. 

Professor  Dean  is  greatly  pleased 
with  the  work  that  has  been  done.  He 
has  been  advocating  the  new  floor  for 
some  time,  as  he  was  never  satisfied 
with  the  old  one.

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Socrates  was  no  highbrow,  but  many 
college  men  are,  if  we  accept  this  defini¬ 
tion.  Socrates  did  not  set  out  to  acquire 
knowledge  particularly,  but  to  under¬ 
stand  those  things  that  he  did  know. 
College  men,  sometimes,  though  by  all 
means,  not  always,  set  out  to  accumulate 
as  much  knowledge  as  they  can,  and 
hurry  from  course  to  course  to  learn  all 
about  what  the  big  words  mean  so  that 
they  can  talk  learnedly  if  not  lucidly 
about  psychology  and  sociology  and 
etymology.  By  and  by  they  build  up  a. 
tottering  structure  of  information  sway¬ 
ing  precariously  on  a  slender  structure 
of  understanding.  Every  time  one  butts 
up  against  such  a  person  a  crumbling 
piece  of  precarious  structure  falls  oft” 
to  impress  the  casual  listener  with  the 
diversity  of  knowledge  which  a  mere 
four  years  at  college  has  achieved. 

It  is  no  wonder  that  the  “highbrow’'* 
and  the  omniscient  college  boy  is  in  dis¬ 
favour  in  many  parts,  and  that  people 
often  wonder  why  it  is  that  a  person 
who  knows  so  much  should  make  so 
many  mistakes  in  the  course  of  life, 
where  the  problems  are  the  same  to  the 
educated  :nd  the  uneducaied  alike.  All 
the  information  at  the.  ready  finger  tips 
nf  these  people  seems  uselss  in  solving 
the  common  little  troubles  that  come  up 
from  time  to  time.  Particularly  does 
the  failure  of  these  people  become  appar¬ 
ent  in  the  matter  of  understanding  other 
people  and  other  viewpoints.  Their  very 
learning  leads  to  dogmatism,  and  the 
essence  of  a  liberal  education,  under¬ 
standing.  is  suborned  to  an  overbearing 
assurance,  which  tells  the  world  that 
there  is  one  person  at  any  rate  who 
knows  what  he  is  talking  about. 

Probably  the  tendency  towards  this 
sort  of  attitude  has  grown  a  little  less  in 
the  last  few  years,  and  there  are  very 
many  people  in  the  colleges  today  to 
whom  the  above  remarks  do  not  apply. 


Students — real  students — realize  that 
what  is  desired  is  an  understanding  of 
the  things  of  human  experience,  not 
simply  a  tabulation  of  the  findings  of 
men.  The  task  of  the  student  is  to 
simplify  knowledge,  not  to  complicate  it 
—to  understand  it,  not  pile  it  up  in  little 
heaps  over  which  one  is  continually 
stumbling.  — McGill  Daily.

University  of  Michigan  Loses  to  0.  A.  C. 


The  O.A.C.  hockey  team  came 
through  with  flying  colors  in  their  first 
game  with  the  powerful  University  of 
Michigan  team,  played  at  Ann  Arbor, 
recently,  when  they  emerged  vic¬ 
tors  by  a  4  to  3  score,  after  a  closely 
fought,  fast,  clean  game.  Both  teams 
were  in  great  trim,  and  went  at  it  for 
all  they  had,  playing  as  if  it  were  a 
league  final,  rather  than  an  exhibition 
game.  The  pace  became  furious  in  the 
last  period,  which  was  entered  with  the 
teams  on  an  even  basis  of  two  goals 
apiece.  Finally  Walker  broke  through 
and  gave  the  Aggies  the  winning  goal. 
Michigan  were  unable  to  get  an  equaliz¬ 
er,  though  they  tried  desperately. 

The  Ontario  team  turned  in  an  ex¬ 
cellent  combination  effort,  with  plenty 
of  dash,  and  showed  better  finish  around 
the  goal,  shooting  hard  and  often. 
Walker  scored  three  of  the  team's  goals, 
while  Goodwillie  got  the  other.  One  of 
Walkers  counters  was  the  result  of  a 
pretty  piece  of  -combination  play  with 


Scollie. 

Michigan  scored  first,  but  Goodwillie 
was  not  long  in  putting  the  Aggies  on 
even  terms.  The  end  of  the  first  period 
found  Michigan  leading  2  to  1.

Mr.  Sands 
has  carried  on  experiments  for  five 
vears  in  the  controv  of  onion  smut  and

he  has  demonstrated  to  the  onion  grow¬ 
ers  of  the  Pelee  marshes  that  formalde¬ 
hyde  can  be  cheaply  and  successfully 
used  in  the  control  of  this  disease. 
Further  determinations  were  made  on 
the  gain  or  loss  from  spraying  potatoes 
with  Bordeaux  for  five  successive  years. 

Among  other  experiments  planned 
for  this  year  will  be  testing  out  new 
chemical  weed-killers  such  as  sodium 
chloroate  for  twitch  grass  and  field 
bindweed.  It  is  also  planned  to  investi¬ 
gate  the  diseases  of  canning  crops  in 
Eastern  Ontario.

Disgusted  with  the  wide-spread 

element  of  deception  wThich  he  had  met 

with  in  his  experience  of  business,  he 
became  for  a  time  a  lonely  vagabond, 
wandering  on  foot,  floating  down  river 
on  an  improvised  raft.  He  learned  to 
"ride  the  rods”  as  a  regular  hobo.  He 
worked  in  the  harvests  of  the  Western 
United  States.  He  came  to  Canada  and 
worked  as  hired  man  on  an  outlying 
farm  in  a  pioneer  community. 

Gradually  he  found  his  place  in 

our  Canadian  Northwest  as  teacher, 

friend  and  guide  of  the  European  immi¬ 
grants.  He  taught  the  children  and  act¬ 
ed  as  legal,  financial,  medical  and  re¬ 
ligious  adviser  of  the  parents.  There  he 
has  worked  for  over  a  quarter  of  a  cen¬ 
tury,  always  with  high  ideals  as  to  what 
life  in  America  (the  continent,  not  the 
U.S.)  should  be.  There  he  has  written 
a  number  of  books  of  which  about  half 
a  dozen  have  now*  been  published.  The 
best  introduction  to  the  man  and  his 
works  is  his  own  account  of  his  early 
wanderings  on  this  continent.  This 
book,  A  Search  for  America ,  by  Fred¬ 
erick  Philip  Grove,  may  be  found  in  the 
O.A.C.  Library.

modern  pens  versus  outside  shelter. 

(3)  Comparative  value  of  fish 
meal  as  a  protein-rich  supplement 
for  growing  pigs. 

Investigational  work  showing  the 
relationship  of  show  ring  and  pro¬ 
duction  in  connection  with  some 
breeds  of  livestock  particularly  dairy 
cattle  and  hogs,  will  be  carried  on  as 
a  thesis. 

Incidentally  it  may  be  well  to  men¬ 
tion  that  practically  all  the  cattle  in 
the  dairy  stable  have  been  bred  at 
the  College.  The  policy  in  the 
management  of  the  dairy  herd  has 
been  to  strengthen  the  herd  all 
along,  at  the  same  time  using  as 
much  of  its  own  blood  as  possible. 
During  the  coming  summer  season 
pasture  management  methods  for 
dairy  cattle  will  be  experimented 
with;  plans  are  now  being  laid  to 
prepare  for  this  phase  of  work.  It 
seems  that  the  publication  of  re¬ 
sults  of  experiments  with  pastures 
at  the  Rothampstead  Experimental 
Station  in  England,  has  been  a 
stimulus  towards  the  furthering  of 
such  work  in  Canada. 

The  policy  at  the  College  with  re¬ 
gard  to  horses  has  been  to  keep 
enough  of  the  two  more  popular 
breeds,  namely,  Clydesdales  and 
Percherons,  for  class-room  and  farm 
purposes.  By  making  good  use  of 
brood  mares,  the  stalls  in  the  horse 
stables  are  kept  well  filled.  This 
year  there  has  been  an  exceptionally 
good  crop  of  Clydesdale  foals. 

With  the  appointment  of  Profes¬ 
sor  J.  C.  Steckley  as  Head  of  the- 
Department,  and  with  a  possible  ad¬ 
dition  to  the  staff,  w'hich  has  been 
working  short  handed  for  the  past 
year,  prospects  for  the  future  are 
bright  indeed.

ious  laboratories  of  health  in  the  large 
cities.  These  blood  samples  are,  in 
routine  practise,  tested  for  Typhoid, 
Paratyphoid  “A”  and  “B”  fever.  Owing 
to  the  desire  of  health  authorities  to  as- 
sertain  the  true  cause  of  Undulant  fever, 
bacteriologists  have  been  recently  carry¬ 
ing  out  tests  for  that  disease.  Work  of 
this  description  has  been  done  at  the 
School  of  Hygiene,  Toronto,  and  at  the 
Department  of  Health,  Toronto.  With¬ 
out  describing  the  technicalities  of  the 
somewhat  complicated  and  delicate  test 
used,  suffice  to  say  that  cultures  of  the 
organism  causing  Malta  fever,  and  of 
that  causing  infectious  abortion,  have 
been  used.  It  was  extremely  gratifying, 
from  the  bacteriologist's  point  of  view, 
to  find  that  a  few  blood  samples  sent 
from  patients  from  different  parts  of 
Ontario,  who  were  suffering  from  sup¬ 
posed  Typhoid,  or  Paratyphoid  fever, 
proved  that  Aik.  abortus,  the  true  cause 
of  infectious  abortion,  was  also  the 
cause  of  Malta  or  Undulant  fever.  With 
the  same  blood  samples,  Aik.  melitensis, 
the  supposed  and  original  cause  of  Malta 
fever,  had  little  or  no  effect  on  the  result 
of  the  tests.  Blood  samples  were  obtain¬ 
ed  from  cows,  the  milk  of  which  was 
being  used  by  the  patients  in  question, 
and  the  result  of  the  subsequent  tests 
proved  that  the  cows  were  suffering 
from  infectious  abortion. 

Owing  to  lack  of  time  for  extensive 
research  work  at  these  laboratories, 
little  has  been  dene  in  regard  to  this 
disease.  If  it  can  be  proved  that  Undul¬ 
ant  fever  is  always  caused  by  milk  from 
cows  reacting  to  infectious  abortion, 
more  severe  efforts  will  have  to  be  made 
in  order  to  check  infectious  abortion  in 
cows,  the  milk  of  which  is  being  dis¬ 
tributed  throughout  the  province.
